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Here's Ho w th e Sack Is Hit 


Here’s news of some sort: 
Marital 
status doesn’t have much to do with how 
much sleep a person gets, at least ac­ 
cording to a study made by a student at 
Michigan State University. 
Gaines W. 
Wilson asked volunteer 
single and married students to keep 
records of their hours of sleep during the 
month of May, and also to note the 
degree of happiness or unhappiness they 
felt upon waking. 
Ranked 
first for 
getting the most sleep were married 
women, followed by single men. followed 
by married men and. 
lastly, single 
women. 
Wilson has hypothesized that married 
men and women sleep longer because of 


being more "settled and secure” where­ 
as single students socialize and keep 
"rather late” hours. 
That this was no slipshod study is 
shown by the fact that the married 
women slept an average of 7.72 hours 
(not 7.71 or 7.72) out of 24. single men

Effects o f Strikes G reater 


Most Americans — including a large 
majority of union members themselves 
feel that strikes and labor disputes 
have seriously hurt the country. 
This was the major finding of a recent 
survey by Opinion Research Corp. of 
Princeton, N .J. 
The 
survey 
cutting 
across population subgroups (age. race, 
religion, education, etc.) was one of a 
continuing series of inquiries into public 
thinking on unions and labor legislation 
sponsored by 
the Labor Law Study 
Com mittee. 
In this latest survey, a key question

"They consist 
primarily in a news com­ 
mentary, in which he was 
really guaranteeing peace

security for our country 


and in guaranteeing the 
inviolability of what the 
Soviet people are creating .

West) and that the Soviet

"In your opinion, have recent 
strikes and labor trouble seriously hurt 
the country as a whole, or haven’t they 
had that much effect?” 
Of the general public, 68 per cent said 
that strikes have hurt, 20 per cent be­ 
lieved that they have not and 12 per cent 
had no opinion. Among members, 61 per 
cent felt that strikes have hurt. 
The 
Labor Law 
Study Committee 
notes that at each interval since this 
question was first asked in 1967, there 
have been increases in the proportion of 
people who feel that strikes are harmful. 
The 68 per cent figure represents a 4 per 
cent increase since 1970. 
This does not necessarily indicate a 
growing “ anti-union” bias in America. 
On the contrary, it could mean that 
unionism has proved itself and has won 
its biggest fight and that in a time of 
inflation coupled with high unem­ 
ployment, and especially in the face of 
rising foreign competition, more and 
more people are coming to believe that 
there must be a better way to solve labor 
disputes and achieve gains than through 
strikes.

enactment by Congress of 
a national no-fault bill. "If 
we wait for state action.” 
said Denenberg, " It will 
take decades.”

are wrong. The time may 
well have come for major 
change in a field of law 
affecting every family in 
the nation: but if this is so, 
we ought to be certain the

If prudent change takes a 
decade, all right, let it take 
a decade.

now is regulated by the 
States.

In most States, 
old common law concepts 
of liability remain in ef­ 
fect.

concerning an automobile 
accident, is this: Who was 
at fault0 Claims are paid, 
and damages awarded,

The system has good and 
bad aspects. On the good 
side, it rests upon a solid

B U T T H E S Y S T E M has 
disadvantages 
also:

demands costly overhead 
expenses for investigation 
and 
settlement, 
and 
in 
contested cases it may be 
months or years before an 
injured

receives some measure of 
compensation. 
Under no-fault, it makes 
no difference, at the outset, 
who was at fault. Injured 
persons collect promptly 
from their own insurance 
carriers 
according 
to 
dem onstrable 
bills 
for 
medical care. Only in the 
most serious accidents, 
involving severe injury, is 
a right to sue preserved. 
The assumption is widely 
advanced that because 
overhead costs would be 
greatly reduced under a 
national no-fault system, 
premium 
rates 
would 
everywhere 
come down. 
W hat 
about 
these 
a s s u m p t i o n s ? 
I n 
Massachusetts, which has 
pioneered 
in 
no-fault, 
certain rates have indeed 
come down. But the ex­ 
perience of Massachusetts 
m ay be deceptive: 
Its 
rates 
already 
were 
the 
highest in the nation. Nine 
other States have begun to 
experiment with various 
forms of no-fault, but the 


returns are not in. 
The National Association 
of Independent 
Insurers, 
whose members write half 
the auto insurance in the 
country, says natiy that 
under the bill just reported 
by the Senate Commerce 
Committee, rates will not 
come down. On the con­ 
trary, the association’s 
actuaries 
say 
that 
on 
almost 
every 
tvpe 
of 
coverage, rates wifi go up. 
The motorist who now has 
minimum coverage would 
pay 52 percent more for the 
same coverage under no­ 
fault. 
Medium 
coverage 
would go up by 65 percent, 
full coverage by 32 per­ 
cent. 


W H O K N O W S I F 
these 
projections are accurate? 
No one knows. The Senate 
bill would 
wipe 
out 
all 
present state experiments 
and impose — in the dark 
— 
national 
minim um 
standards of unknown cost 
and uncertain application. 
In theory, no-fault has 
great 
appeal. 
Surveys 
indicate 
that 
most 
motorists 
would 
like 
to 
move in that direction. But 
the Senate bill asks us to 
plunge 
down

road, in the fog, at 60 miles 
an hour. You don’t have to 
know much about driving,

of 1972, the many gover­ 
nors in this country are 
often seen in a confusing 
blur.

nesses are understood. 
Right now , look for a mo­ 
ment at the Democratic 
governors. They are 30 in 
number, and a good share 
of them have been very 
much in the national news. 
Starting long 
months 
ago, quite a sizable batch 
endorsed the presidential 
candidacy of Sen Edmund 
Muskie. In that period, the 
general reaction of public 
figures and observers was 
that 
this 
was 
a 
con­ 
siderable coup, though 
some people felt the en­ 
dorsement tactic reached 
bevond the point of over­ 
k ill 
When Democratic party 
primary voting began and 
Muskie turned up a loser, 
the judgment was quick. 
The 
word 
from 
many 
sources was that it doesn’t 
do any good for a candid- 
1ate to have the governors 


w ith 
him 
if 
he 
isn’t 
organized 
at 
the 
grass 
roots and can’t 
identifv 
well with the issues which 
are bothering the people. 


S O M E 
high-placed 
associates, however, 
did 
not agree. Said one aide 
when the Maine senator 
was taking his lumps: 
" L e t ’s 
face 
it. 
The 
governors are just about 
the only thing we’ve got 
going for us these days. 
Without 
them, 
we’d 
be 
even worse off than we 
are.” 
Yet that view 
didn’t 
make much of a dent as 
Sen. George M cGovern 
rose out of nowhere and 
bolted toward the Demo­ 
c r a t i c 
p r e s id e n t ia l 
nomination, 
riding 
the 
waves of voter protest and 
relying upon a 
superior 
organization with almost 
no big names. 
Then, 
suddenly, 
a 
stiange 
thing 
happened. 
The governors got back 
into the bright light. The 
anti-McGovern 
sentiment 
in the Democratic party is, 
of course, substantial . The 


governors, widely judged 
to be useless for Muskie if 
not a drag on him, were 
briefly seen as the very 
fellows who could put it all 
together and 
stop M c­ 
Govern. 
The 
theory 
seemed to be that they 
can’t help you but they 
sure can hurt you. 
Well, naturally that little 
flurry didn’t last long. At 
the Houston national gov­ 
ernors’ conference. I made 
the same fast spin around 
the D em ocratic circuit 
that many observers did. 
Unhappy* though 
most 
governors were, they knew 
they couldn’t halt M c­ 
Govern, and only a handful 
wanted to try. 
It would 
have 
been 
like 
putting 
thumb tacks in the road­ 
way to stop a tank. 
This time, though, some 
of Muskie’s backers were 
not so kind. They thought 
the governors' complaints 
about McGovern came a 
bit late. The theme was, 
where were you when we 
needed you and the song 
was strikingly 
different: 


"LET'S FACE IT. The 


governors can’t organize, 
they can’t run, they can’t 
do 
anything 
except 
get 
together in a corner and 
moan.” 
A 
few 
hard-nosed 
ob­ 
servers. 
who 
never 
believed the governors 
could stop McGovern anv 
more than they thought the 
same men could start Mus­ 
kie, felt the Muskie people 
should have known better 
all along. Where did they 
ever get 
the 
idea 
that 
governors could help? 
It’s true that, for a long 
time, the governors in a 
collective 
sense 
haven’t 
been able to muster much 
political clout. Time was in 
the 
D em ocratic 
party 
when just a handful could 
settle everything. And the 
Republicans, 
remember­ 
ing the governors’ big role 
in 
Gen. 
Dwight 
Eisen­ 
hower’s 1952 nomination, 
fondled 
that 
dream 
for 
years. In fact, they never 
since have been able to join 
to do anything. 
A lot of these governors 
in 
the 
two 
parties 
are 
pretty able men, in their 
own real ms.

That, would not be wise,

B r e z h n e v , 
because Soviet successes

He told the North Viet­ 
namese that their own suc­ 
cesses in the past also have 
come from cleverly com­ 
bining military, 
political 
and diplomatic techniques. 
He said that at present, 
however, the North Viet­ 
namese 
leaders 
were 
taking the short-run view 
in 
resorting 
to 
military 
force alone and in asking 
the Soviet Union to act in 
the same 
unimaginative 
way. 
As 
noted 
above, 
Brezhnev 
used 
as 
his 
spokesman Vadim Zagla­ 
din, deputy chief of the 
Soviet Union Communist 
Pa rty 
C entral 
Com ­ 
m ittee’s 
International 
Department. 
He broadcast the mes­ 
sage 
to 
Hanoi 
and 
to 
C o m m u n i s t 
p a r t i e s 
through the world in the 
peculiar way the Commu­ 
nist 
leaders 
have 
of 
moving obliquely against 
those fellow Communists 
with whom they quarrel. 
W hile 
the means 
for 
sending the message was 
indirect, the words were 
quite 
cle a r— unusually 
clear 
for Com m unist 
messages— and 
exceed­ 
ingly blunt. 


T H I S S O V I E T response 
came in answer to a strong 
demand by the North Viet­ 
namese that the U.S.S.R. 
step more vigorously in the 
Vietnam war to halt the 
United States. 
Hanoi 
asserted 
the 
struggle of one Communist 
country is the struggle of 
all and 
that each local 
struggle is an inescapable 
part of the world revo­ 
lution. Hanoi accused Mos­ 
cow 
of setting 
its 
own 
selfish 
national 
interests 
against the interests of the 
world 
revolution, 
which, 
Hanoi 
said, 
requires 
relentless attacks against 
the United States in order 
to force Washington to take 
one step backward after 
another. 
These Soviet statements 
should not be interpreted 
to mean that Moscow will 
not continue to probe and 
poke into the world’s un­ 
settled areas in an effort to 
use 
Soviet-aided 
local 
military undergrounds for 
its own purpose. It should 
not be concluded either 
that Moscow will no longer 
assist North Vietnam in its 
attempts to take over the 
South. What these Russian 
words do say clearly is 
that, in the final analysis, 
the Soviet Union does not 
at this time want a show­ 
down 
with 
the 
United 
States.
